After m any months of hard 
work on tho part of a number 
of Hamlin citizens the paving 
project finally became a real­ 
ity last Wednesday afternoon 
when the contracts were sign­ 
ed. 
Although the contractor sub­ 
mit ted his bid on the basis of 
20 blocks of paving, he agreed 
to the sam e price when the 
city could come up with only 
18 blocks. N aturally he is hop­ 
ing to pick up more blocks a r­ 
ter the work gets underway. 
At the price and terms of 
this paving program Hamlin 
should be able to pave 30 to 40 
blocks of streets and at this 
time just a few individuals are 
holding up work on from five 
to ten blocks. 
In watching the weekly pa 
pors I receive from around the 
state it seems that Hamlin’s 
paving will run $1.00 to $2.00 
less than any 
other 
sim ilar 
project. 
Olton, in Lamb County, voted 
Saturday on a $80,000 Paving 
Bond to finance the cities share 
of their program . If it passed, 
the city will pay about 20 per 
rent and the property owners 
will pa> about $4.25 per front 
foot. 
It will be an assessment pav­ 
ing program and financing will 
be at 7 percent.. 
All ot the paving figures I 
have seen run over $4.00 per 
front which makes this $3.35 
paving a real bargain
